could there be raised b, subseription to construct it. 

3dly. Gordonsville was in the direct route to 
Fishing Creek, at the mouth of which it was pro- 
posed to strike the Ohio River, The first reason 
of preference was a good one, and that object has 
in a great degree been accomplished, The second 
was based upon a temporary obstacle which is 
now, we trust, entirely removed. And the third; 
which we propose to examine more particularly, 
was wholly unsound, 

The reason and the only one.assigned for ma- 
king Fishing Creek the terminus, was, that it was 
the nearest point upon the Ohio, bot this idea has 


long since been abandoned and no terminus is now’ 


advocated, higher up the Ohio than Parkersburg. 
Fishing Creek is about 200 miles above Guyandotte, 
and passengers could be conveyed by rail road, 
from Guyand..tte to Richmond or Baltimore in as 
short a tine’ as from Guyandotte to Fishing Creek 
‘by steamboat. If then the terminus on the Obio 
which originally decided the question in favor ot 
Gordonsville and Harrisonbo rg, be itself abandon- 
ed where is the wisdom of adhering to a decision 
which was based upon error 2 

We deem it unnecessary to repeat what we have 
previously said upon this subject, and will con- 
clude, by seriously urging upon the citizens of our 
town and county the importance of thinking and. 
acting, upon this subject without delay. Let us 
have a full and enthusiastic meeling upon this, 
subject, on Monday next, and endeavor to retain, 
those advantages; which nature has placed in our 
hands.
